MASON CITY, Iowa (CP)—Elev­ 
en persons were killed and eight 
were injured Sunday night when 
a 
hail buttered 
Braniff 
Airways 
plane,

landing, 
snapped a power line and crashed 
into an Oatfield. 
The DC3, flying from Memphis, 
Tenn., to Minneapolis, Minn., with 
19 persons aboard, ran into a vio­ 
lent wind, rain and hail storm near 
this northern Iowa city. 
The pilot, William Pickering, ra­ 
dioed that he would try to skirt 
the storm and make a landing. But 
minutes later, the plane smashed 
to earth, flipped over, and strewed 
wreckage over an area equal to two 
square blocks. 
The plane did not burn, probably 
preventing a higher death toll. 
The crash broke a 15-year old 
Braniff record of 3,500,000,000 pas­ 
senger miles flown without a fatal 
crash. 
The last, and only other, 
time a Braniff crash has claimed 
lives was at Oklahoma City, Okla., 
in 1939.

Vanderbilt disclosed that the leg 
injury, which was first noticed aft­ 
er the Metropolitan Handicap 
at 
Delmont 
Park on May 15,

out ai the Saratoga track. 
Bernie Everson, Native Dancer’s
